New York,

A tumiors case has jost arizen In Now York, in-

volving the right of rallroads vot iucorporated

vuder the laws of that State to sell tiokuts
and keop offices within its lhmits. The Penn-
svlvanin Railrond recently applied for a man-
damus from the Bupreme Conrt of New York
to compel the Commissisners of Kmigration
to admit their agents to sell ticketa to
ewigrants in Castle Garden, the great rendez-
vous of emigrants arriving at the port of New

York, Judge Barnard decided against the

npplication on the ground that, as a corpora-

tion formed under the lnwa of another State,
it Is prohibited by the laws of New York from

in

| selling tickets in that State. It seems
that there ia suah A law on
the statute-books of New York,

conflict 18 by no means distioctively Amerioan, |
It is the grand conflict which divides the |

world into the great hostile camps of abso.
Iutism and demoerscy. Our civil war was
one of ita most terrible battlas, but it by no
means exhavsted the contest, even in our own
country, It ought to have done so, but it did
not.

facilities which she has enjoyed for the distri-
bution of trade and travel to all polots of the
interior, Woure she now to enforce the above
absurd law to the letter, she would cat herself
off from all connection with the West exoept
by hier own two lioes, the Eris and the Central.

S0 fur as the interests of Philadelphis are
concerned, we should have no oceasion to ohjsct
to this exvlusion of our corporations from New
York.

If the railroad com-
pianies of Penngylvania would cease to look
so much to New York, and would unite their
interesta with those of this city in Lhe asta-
blishment of lines of steamera to forsign ports,
they would soon be independeut of such illi-
beral laws as those which have just excluded
them from the sale of tickets in Castle Garden,

A Heavy Carrore,—At the prize fight near
Alexandria yesterday, the military and civil
anthorities of Virginia made & descent on the
spectators and all engaged, and captured some
two hundred of the asudience. They were
marched to Alexandria, five miles, and there
relioved on a Jegal quibble. We are glad that
the authorities Lave taken a decided step in
this matter.
